ness. Three qualities are’ in gen- 
eral use, being made from Sisal, Ital- 
jan and Manilla hemps respectively 
and oceasionally, when cost is not a 
cousideration, of silk. The latter, 
though very light and strong, is not 
so durable as the . others. That 
which finds most favor among Brit- 
mountaineers is known as Buck- 
ingham’s Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLeish re- 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma- 
nilla. They both had a_ breaking
